They repulsed from 
the captured positions all the enemy’s 
counterattacks, which continued into 
the night. Employing exceedingly 
stron orces and at the,cost of ex- 
tremely heavy sacrifices the French 
repeatedly and fruitlessly stormed 
the: defense positions which they had 
lost in Cailletté Wood. 

In the course of our attacks on 
April 2 we captured in unwounded 
risoners 19 officers and 745 men and

Yesterday a German machine was- 
shot down by one of our aviators be- 
hind our lines south of Souchez.

SAYS GERMAN ATTACKS 
ARE FOR HOME EFFECT 


French Official Insists Verdun 
Assaults Are Weakening— Hints 


of Counter Offensive.

PARIS, April 4.—‘‘ The Germans have 
abandoned hope of taking Verdun and 
are continuing their attacks to reassure 
their own population and prevent a 
French offensive elsewhere,” is the of- 
ficial theory of the renewal of the Ver- 
dun operations as expressed by a sénior 
officer attached to the War Office Staff. 
The officer continued: 

“We base our opinion on two factors— 
first, the dis tion of the enemy's 
forces. along the western front; second- 
ly, the character of the recent fighting 
before Verdun, Thus we know 
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coffee, and motor cars, the Chancellor 
estimates that he will be able to raise 
about £65,000,000, which is nearly double 
what many persons believed he could 
raise by this means. 

At the close of a speech in the House 
of Commons today, explaining the 
greatest budget in history, the Chan- 
cellor made an interesting comparison 
with German finance, declaring that 
while Gregt Britain was raising more 
than £300,000,000 annually by taxation, 
the Secretary of the German Imperial 
Treasury, Dr. Helfferich, was an- 
nouncing a ‘doubtful increase” of 
£24,000,000.

The Chancellor said that there had 
been a saving both in the estimates as 
to the amounts needed for the assistance 
of the nation’s allies and its dominions, 
due, in the case of the dominions, to the 
public-spirited action of Canada, which 
raised loans in her own territory and in 
the United States. The difference be- 
tween the estimate and the actual ex- 

nditure for assistance to the allies was 
Gr ely due to delays, and would ulti- 
centaty approximate the estimate. He 
emphasi the power of British trade 
as shown in the revenue returns. 

The actual deficit on the year was 
£1,222,000,000. hy ae debt on March 
81 was £2,140 000,000, as compared with 
a debt of £651,000,000 before the war, 
but that was not a deadweight debt, 
as £368,000,000 had been lent to allies. 
That was on the debit side. 

On the credit side was an increased 
yield by new taxation which gave the 
nation’s creditors full assurance that 
they were properly secured. Not a 
pound was borrowed without making 

rovision for interest and a liberal sink- 
ng fund. 


The Year’s Expenditures. 


The direct war expenditure for the 
present year he estimated at £1,150,- 
000,000. Advances to the allies and 
dominions he put at £450,000,000, while 
the total expenditure for the year he 
estimated at £1,825, ,000, or almost 
exactly £5,000,000 daily.

HOLLAND IN GRIP 
OF BIG WAR SCARE 


Whole Nation Nervous Over the 
Mysterious Call of Furloughed 
Troops té the Colors. 


FEARATTACKON NEUTRALITY 


Ex-Minister Hints Rumors of Allied 
Plans. Might Result in De- 
mands by Germany.

THE HAGUE, April. 4.—HolHand is 
experiencing the biggest war scare it 
has known since the issuance of its 
first mobilization orders at the out- 
break of the war. 

Though the excitement caused by the 
Dutch Government’s suddenly = an- 
riounced decision to recall furloughed 
troops to the colors has somewhat 
calmed down, there is still a distinct 
feeling of nervousness throughout the 
nation, due to the fact that the public 
is unable to make more than a guess at 
the reasons for the orders. Outside of 
an extremely limited official circle no 
one pretends to know whether the new 
military measure portends a serious cri- 
sis, and, if it does, whether it is di- 
rected against England or Germany. 

All attention is concentrated on the 
meeting of the General Committee of 
the Second Chamber, which will meet 
tomorrow to discuss the question. At 
that time it is expected the public will 
get some clue as to the reason-for the 
action that has been taken. ’ 

The widespread suspicion that serious 
events are impending and that the can- 
celing of the soldiers’ leave is not mere- 
ly a general precautionary measure has 
not been allayed by a statement ap- 
pearing in the Amsterdam Telegraaf, 
which says that the cause of the order 
is to be found in extensive movements 
and concentration of German troops on 
the Dutch eastern and southern 
frontiers. The press criticises the Gov-

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clusion that it ‘w: : d either } 
recent submariné attacks on Dutch ships 
or by the decisions reached at the Paris 
conference of the Allies. This view gives 
weight to the belief widely entertained 
here in well-informed quarters, that the 
real danger which the Government is 
confronting is the possibility that one or 
other of the leading belligerents may 
seek to force a way into Dutch terri- 
tory. This fear is reflected in’a striking 
article published by a former Minister 
of War, Jonkheer Colyn, who says: 

“ Leaving out of the account the first 
three months of-the war, the danger for 
us has rather increased than decreased. 
I don’t imagine for a moment that 
Great Britain intends to land its new 
armies on the Dutch coast, but the 
question is: What is thought about this 
in Germany? If our eastern neighbors 
are getting seriously afraid of such a 
contingency “how will that influence 
Germany’s attitude toward us? We 
must presume that Germany is com- 
pletely posted as to our means of de- 
fense. 

“If she judges that our capacity is 
inadequate and considers that a British 
irruption into Germany through Hoi- 


land is to be feared, would it then be 
strange if we were approached from the 
German side with proposals to which we 
cannot submit, because they wéuld mean 
the abandonment of our neutrality 
toward the Allies? 

“T know that against this it may be 
said that the British will not make a 
landing in Holland, and that if they 
tried we are quite capable of are a 
British march eastward or southeast- 
ward. But that is not relevant. The 

uestion is not what, we think, but what 
the Germans think. There is, therefore, 
an increasing chance for a conflict on 
either side.”’ 

Jonkheer Colyn concludes that Hol- 
land, therefore, must “take a stand 
toward the west,’”’ convincing Germany 
of both her desire and power to “ deal 
with any menace to Germany’s uncov- 
ered flank.’’ At the same time, he says, 
her neutrality will require her to adopt 
oni measures toward the east and 
south.

Funston’s reserve of troops available 
for use in Mexico has dwindled to such 
an extent that the question now 
arises as to where he is to get more 
regulars without drawing them from 
stations where tbey are hhow needed. 
To reinforce thé line of communica- 
tion now maintained would require the 
calling of the few regiments left in the 
United States other than those engaged 
in border patrol duty or stationed in 
the Southern Department. None of the 
troops stationed along the border should 
be used, in the opinion of army officers 
here, unless they are replaced by other 
military units... The only remaining regi- 
ments that might be called are the Sec- 
ond and Fifth Cavalry and the Third 
and Thirteenth Infantry.

SAYS NO DAMAGE WAS DONE 


Successive Raids. Mean Fiercer War 
on England Under New Pol- 
ley, Reventiow Declares. »* 


LONDON, Wednesday, April 5.—For 
the fourth night in succession a Zeppe- 
lin raid was made on England Monday: 
knight—in the small hours of Tuesday 
morning, to be exact. 

The official announcement of the raid, 
issued late Tuesday afternoon, follows: 

“A Zeppelin is reported to have 
crossed the Fast Anglian coast, - be- 
tween 2 and 3 o'clock this (Tuesday) 
morning. The airship does not seem to 
have been long over the land. Although 
sevcral explosions are reported, no frag- 
ments of hombs have been discovered up 
to date. No damage was caused and no 
casualties have been traced.” 

The Official Press Bureau also gave 
out for publication the German Admi- 
Talty’s account of the Zeppelin raid of 
Sunday night, and with it the following 
official British comment: 

“The above German official commu- 
nication is of the usual inaccurate and 
bombastic type with which Germany 
hopes to deluae neutrals and her own 
people."’ 

The German statement [as_ received 
by wireless and printed in THE NEw 
YorK Times of uesday] said Edin- 
burgh, Leith, and. various shipbuilding

WRITES TO INQUIRER HERES 


Berlin Teacher Doubts if Genuine 
German Interests . Would Be 
Helped by America Arming. - 


There recently came into the posses- 
sion of one of the Allied Governments 
a letter written to Professor A. H. Ap- 
pelmann of the University of Vermont 
by Professor Paul Rohrbach of Berlin, 
in which Dr. ‘Rohrbach, apparently in 
answer to written questions, discussed 
the attitude that should be assumed by 
German-Americans regetding the issue 
of military preparedness in this coun- 
try.

Dr. Rohrbach has written many arti- 

cles that have attracted world-wide at- 
tention since the beginning of the pres- 
ent war and, according to the Vor- 
waerts, many of his utterances can be 
taken as representative of German offi- 
cial views.

BRITAIN’S WEALTH .GROWS. 


Paish Predicts Her Position in 1917 
Will Be Better Than in 1913. 


Sir George Paish, the well-known Brit- 
ish writer on finance and for fourteen 
years editor of The Statist, made an 
address on war finance before the Royal 
Statistical Society- on March 22 which 
has a peculiar bearing on the speech of 
the Chancellor of the;Exchequer deliv- 
vee in the House of Commons yester- 

ay. 

Sir George stated that the total in- 
come of the nation just before the war 
was $12,000,000,000, which came from 
46,000,000 persons, about 20,000,000 of 
whom were employed.. Beyond - this 
there was an accumulated wealth of 
not less than $105,000,000,000. He added, 
however, that it. was of, great impor- 
tance. te remember that; accumu 
wealth was .for the most merely 
the land on which people lived, - 
factured, or grew crops, and that 
value depended upon its productivity. 
Beyond this home wealth there was $20,- 
000,000,000 capital invested abroad. 

“These facts,”” he said, 
abled the British ,people to 
great sums of money they 
upon the war.”’ 

Since the war began, he continued, the 
nation's income had risen from $12,000,- 
000,000 to about $15,000,000,000 per an- 
num ,and this in spite of the' fact that 
nearly 4,000,000 men had been with- 
drawn from industry.’ Finally about 
$2,500,000,000 had been called in from 
forelegs investments, of which about $2,- 
000, ,000 had been realized in the last 
fourteen months and about $500,000;000 
in the first six months of the war. 

The nation’s debt before the war was 
$3,535,000,000; it was now $12,.000,000,000, 
and if the war continu for another 
twelve months it would be not far short 
of $20,000,000,000. Yet. so magnificently 
had the income from trade responded to 
the increased expenditure that the finan- 
cial situation in 1917 would be much bet- 
ter than it was in 1913. 


PROTEST EDNA SEIZURE. 


British Accused of Summarily Con- 
demning American Ship and Cargo. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—Senator Phe- 
lan of California asked the State De- 
partment today to protest to the British 
Government against seizure of the Nor- 
wegian steamship Edna off the Flakland 
Islands on Jan. 7. The shfp belongs to 
John A. Hooper & Co. of San Francisco, 
who telegraphed Senator Phelan today 
that ehe had been captured and confis- 
cated byethe British while proceeding 
Peacefully on her way to embark in the 
Chilean nitrate trade. 

- According to the dispatch, the ship 
was taken before a prize court at Port 
Stanley, where no American Consul is 
stationed, and not only the cargo but 
the shi erself condemned. It was not 
until rch 10 that information about 
the seizure reached the owners, and not 
until today that they learned the ship 
had been taken over by the British 
Government. 

It was announced at the State De- 
partment that the case of the Edna 
would be taken up with the British 
Government as soon as all the facts in 
the case were on hand. The owners 
through local counsel brought the mat- 
ter to the Government’s attention im- 
mediately after the seizure, but so far 
have not furnished the information 
necessary to form the basis of repre- 
sentations.

Lodge Supports Volunteer Army

WASHINGTON, April 4.—With a bare 
quorum of the Senate present late this 
afternoon, Mr. Chamberl 
Chairman of the Committee on Military 
Affairs, forced a recess till tomorrow 
rather than imperil the Volunteer Army 
section of the army reorganization 
measure by permitting'a test of strength 
today. He feared that an amendment 
offered by Mr. Lee of Maryiand striking 
out the section authorising the President 
to organize a Federal reserve or volun- 
teer army would prevail if a vote were 
taken. Mr. Chamberlain believes that 
tomorrow, with a full attendance of 
Senators, the amendment will be reject- 

ed, but by @ very narrow margin. 
Debate on the amendment, which has 
been running now for three days, fol- 
lows no phrtisan lines. Practically the 
entire Committee on Military Affairs ig 
working with the Chairman to retain 
the volunteer army section, which has 
been indorsed by many military experts 
and which grew out of Secretary Garri- 
son’s plan for a Continental Army.

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts op- 
posed striking. out the section providing 
for the volunteer army. 

‘At this moment,” he gaid, ‘' this 
country is practically -undefended. If 
we should be invaded by a formidable, 
modern, well-equipped army, our de- 
fenses go just far enough to make cer- 
tain the sacrifice of many brave and 
noble lives, nothing else; they do not 
go far enough to insure the safety of 
the country. 

“ Of the two branches of defense, that 
which can most quickly Be provided for 
is the defense by land—the army. O 
course, if we had a navy competent to 
meet an attack from any navy in the 
world, the defense by land would be 
less important. We have no such navy 
and there is no use in dwelling in a 
fool’s paradise and telling ourselves that 
we have. 

“ As to our defense by land, what wé 
need is a force sufficient to meet the 
first attack of an invading foe and to 
hoil@ that back long enough to enable 
us to call out our resources and train 
additional men. The lowest estimate of 
such a force is 500,000 men and we must 
allow for casualties and for the failure 
of men to respond. 

“The House Army bill, to my mind, is 
practically worthless. It really on 
nothing. The Senate Committee’s b 
is most excellent as far as it goes, but 
it does not go nearly far enough. 1 
think we ought te begin with at least 
260,000 men in the regular army. The 
next most important thing is to have re- 
serves, a force that can quickly mo- 
bilized and put into immediate 
eration with the regular army. 

“TI agree that universal compulsory 
training is what we ought to have, and 
that the country, sooner or later, must 
come -to it! At this. moment we have 
a. tiominal army of 100,000 regulars, 
with a mobile force. of 
militia ffan of which 
strength is 
men on the roll at the last inspection. 
Of thesé militiamen we can hope to get 
only a portion. 

“If -you double the militia, as this 
bill does, you can count on ‘150,000. 
Your mobile force of reguiars, I sup- 
pose, may be enlarged to 560,000, and

Thia has to be demonstrated 
about once in a generation, and it is 
to be hoped that the demonstration 
for this generation is now complete.

THE MILITIA EXPERIMENT. 

Senatorial support of Mr. Hay’s fed- 
eralized militia plan indicates that the 
provisions of the House military bill to 
that end will prevail and that we must 
make up our minds to accept that poor 
substitute for the admirable plan of 
Mr. GaRRison until time shall prove 
that the militia of the State cannot be 

practically federalized. If the provis- 
ion In the Senate bill for the develop- 
ment in times of peace of a volunteer 
force under Federal control is permit- 
ted to stand, we may find in that a 
substitute for the federalized militia 
which will serve our purpose and give 
us a trained force of citizen soldiers 
under Federal control in name and 
fact. Senator Borau spoke out bravely 
again yesterday in opposition to the 
National Guard plan, but it is fair to 
say that his argument is based on past 
experiencés with the Guard and not on 
the revitalized force Mr. Hay believes 
will be created by the terms of his bill. 
The new responsibilities of the guards- 
men will be large. In this State there 
ig good promise now that a State Con- 
stabulary will be created by act of 
Legislature, and that will relieve the 
National Guard of the responsibility 
of performing police duty. The exam- 
ple of New York will, in time, be fol- 
lowed by other States. Tuer TimeEs 
does not favor the federalized militia 
plan, but, as we are to have it, we must 
try to make the best of it. 

The Senate on Monday voted to ac- 
cept the provision of the House bill 
creating. a- National Guard division of 
the Army General Staff. As there is 
no precedent for this action, all ad- 
verse comment upon it must be found- 
ed on conjecture. Much depends upon 
the kind of officers the National Guard 
is to have in the future. If they are 
all as. competent as our own General 
O’Rran, they may perform good serv- 
ice in their advisory capacity. But 
this whole scheme is experimental, 
and as the experiment is to be made 
in spite of the good advice of well-in- 
formed men, why not start it at once? 
A bill was introduced in our State 
Legislature on Monday to increase the 
minimum strength of the National 
Guard. No such Dill will’ be Possible 
after the new military bill becomes a 
law. Congress provides for the num- 
bers of the Guard. A good plan for the 
Senate’ to follow in regard to military 
extension is to stop talking and pass 
the bill. There will be still more talk 
in the conference committee, and time 
presses.

THE BLOOD-MANIACS. 

A Russian hospital ship, the Portu- 
gal, on her way to the south coast of 
the Black Sea to pick up wounded sol- 
diers, stopped off Cape Fatieh . last 
Thursday morning to permit the pump- 
ing out of water which was clogging 
the speed of an accompanying véssel. 
She was painted white, with great red 
crosses on her sides. She bore all the 
insignia of her humane purpose and 
use agreed upon at The Hague in 1908. 
It was broad daylight. No observer, 
telescope, periscope,.or human eye 
could mistake her eharacter. She had 
on board, besides her crew of Russians 
and French, Red Cross officials, Sisters 
of Charity, physicians, nurses, serv- 
ants. Every soul of them, in his or 
her different degree and way, was on @ 
voyage of humanity, helping to relieve 
suffering, having no hand in war. 

A submarine appears, circles about 
the motionless ship as if to make 
doubly clear that not In ignorance but 
with full knowledge and with malice 
prepense was she to be attacked. From 
less than 170 feet away the submarine 
fires two torpedoes. One misses, one, 
exploding in the engine room, sinks 
the ship. A Russian torpedo boat 
saves 158 persons. The other 115, 
among them 50 physicians and nurses, 
and 14 women of the Red Cross, are 
drowned. 

‘Turkey has denied that a Turkish 
submarine was the violator of this sa- 
cred ship, the murderer of these mis- 
sionaries of kindness. Turkey will be 
believed. In spite of her alliance with 
“Christian” Schrecklichkeit Turkey 
would respect the Red Cross. This is 
the deed of a specialist. It is the cli- 
max, at present, of a series of sea mas- 
sacres, long become a habit, or disease, 
haematomania. 

There is a nation that spits upon in- 
ternational law, upon treaties, upon 
pledges and agreements. It mistakes 
for terrifying strength ferocity and a 
blind, useless maiming and killing of 
harmless men, women, and children; 
children seem to be its favorite sub- 
jects for Zeppelin slaughters. On land 
and sea, from under the sea and from 
the air, it kills noncombatants as non- 
chalantly as an Apache of the old days 
would scalp a baby or dash out its 
brains against a doorpost. The mad- 
ness for destruction which it can sat- 
isfy only in part on the monuments of 
Belgian and French art it feeds fat 
upon helpless, innocent human beings. 
The will to power scorns all the “ sen- 
timentalities” of honor. Wherever it 
can it makes a breach in the walls that 
the nations have slowly built against 
the old savageries of war. It murders 
right and left.- 

Americans have seen and borne, with 
such patience as they might, the sac- 
rifice of American citizens, traveling 
on their lawful business on the seas. 
The Lusitania and its successors in 
mercilessness are now outdone. The 
sinking of a hospital ship is an un- 
matchable crime, done in the light of 
the sun, intentionally, deliberately. 
What is the world to think? Is agreat 
nation mad, or are these excesses the 
fruit of a growing despair, of a sense 


of doom?

PLANNING A PAPER NAVY. 

The most important part of the new 
naval program will be the measures 
adopted to carry it out. If no pro- 
vision is to be made to expedite the 
building of new ships authorized, the 
bill accepted by Congress will be prac- 
tically inoperative. Yet although the 
House Naval Committee. intends to 
order two new dreadnoughts and, four 
battle cruisers, as well as many other 
War vessels, this year, reports received 
‘by the Chairman, Mr. PapGert, indi. 
eate that the chance of any one of 
them being laid down in 1916 is very 
small. The private builders all report 
that they are overrun with work and 
will be unable to undertake the build. 
ing of warships for a year to come, 
unless the imminence of war compels 
them to put aside their-other pressing 
business. 

Mr. DANiELS’s political leanings make 
him an ardent believer in Government 
construction. But the Government 
has only one yard in which a modern 
ship of war can, be constructed, and 
that isin Brooklyn. On the. ways 
there the long-delayed construction 
of the dreadnought California is pro- 
ceeding with‘ the deliberateness which 
rdgehighanel “ail” Government’ werk

be: laid down. The other will be con- 
structed ‘in the» Mare ‘Island Navy 
Yard at San Francisco when the ways 
for it have been built. ‘There is talk 
of making: such alterations at the 
League Island Navy Yard, Philadel- 
phia, as to permit the construction 
there of one of the 1916 ships. The 
five others will have to walt, it seems, 
until the private builders are ready to 
begin work on them. In fact, the out- 
look is that not one of the new battie- 


to place in.commission until the year 
when Mr. DANIELs’s impressive five- 
year building program will be com- 
pleted. And we are to go on authoriz- 
ing new ships which cannot be built. 

No wonder the Administration's sin- 
cerity in the matter of preparedness is 
sometimes doubted. What better ar- 
gument can its political enemies have 
than a naval bill which authorizes new 
war vessels and makes no provision 
for their construction? Great things 
are to be done, but when; and how? 
The Government is to have an $11,- 
000,000 armor-plate plant, which may 
be ready in eleven years. It is to re- 
fine crude oils for use in its oll-burn- 
ing ships at an immense outlay for 
buildings and machinery. It is start- 
ing to build up a great navy without 
the means to build anything. And the 
people are told, deliberately told, that 
the work cannot be expedited because 
the private shipyards have other work 
in hand. This is a pitiful climax of a 
century of industrial progress. Naval 
development on paper will not serve to 
defend us from attack. If provision 
is not made to build ships quickly, we 
shall have no ships when we need 
them. 

GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP. 

Armor-plate factories, oil wells, meat 
ranches, water powers, railways, 
canals, are among the proposals of 
Government ownership as‘a means of 
reducing prices. But the correction 
of prices is an endless task. If wages 
are to be regulated, so must be the 
cost of living. The only way to regu- 
late the cost of living is to regulate 
the cost of production. 

Take the case of the armor- 
plant proposal. Would the Govern- 
ment merely set up the armor-plate 
plant? In that case the Government 
would lose many benefits available to 
iron and steel plants which produce 
the armor from the ground to the 
ship’s side. Not only would the Gov- 
ernment miss many economies, and 
thereby produce dear armor. The re- 
sult of the partial production would 
be that the Government would still 
be paying many of the hateful pri- 
vate profits. Where would the Gov- 
ernment stop? Would it buy fron 
mines and ore freighters? Or would 
ft make armor at a loss, charge the 
difference to the taxpayers, and crip- 
ple the armor plants to boot? 

If the Government sets out to cor- 
rect the price of oil, will it bulla pipe 
lines and call the oil cheap because 
the cost of the pipe lines is not in- 
cluded and the oll is produced from 
Government land? If the Govern- 
ment sets out to correct the price of 
meat, will it buy cattle and ranches, 
set up packing houses, ask favors or 
demand services from the railways in 
the postal parcel service manner, and 
then demand the people’s praise for 
efficiency on methods which would 
wreck any private enterprise? The 
idea that recklessness of cost results 
in economy of Government production 
is one that it seems impossible to re- 
move, whatever the size of the bill to 
the taxpayers.

Indeed, three or four mem- 
bers of the Pennsylvania State Con- 
stabulary, or of the Northwegt Mount- 
ed Police—perhaps even one of either 
body--could probably have captured 
the maniac with less of personal 
danger than was braved by those whose 
futile efforts continued till Dontgy him- 
self escaped’ them all by suicide. The 
trouble was that nobody in Babylon 
knew what to do or how to do it. 
, Our legislators, who so recently ex- 
pressed by their votes the sapient 
opinion that for the covering of the 
whole State forty-five special constables 
were better than ninety, may well ponder 
this disquieting episode. In labor circles, 
too, it should receive the consideration it 
deserves, for it. is in the guarding of 
rural communities from perils like or 
analogous to those to which the people 
of Babylon were exposed, and not in 
strike-breaking, that a properly equipped 
and trained State Constabulary would 
be employed. As a matter of fact, they 
never would be or could be called upon 
to break strikes; the nearest they would 
come to it would «be in suppressing 
strikers who resorted to violence and 
riot. -And that is not near at all, since 
riot and violence as incidents of strikes 
are emphatically condemned by all the 
leaders and officials who speak for labor 
with any authority.

Dr. THoMpson declared, and The Med- 
ical Record gives its strong editorial 
support to the contention, that nothing 
can be done at the foreign springs in the 
way of restoring and preserving héalth 
that cannot be accomplished as well at 
Saratoga as soon as the medical pro- 
fession in.

The votaries of the classics too often 
forget that the system of education they 
advocate was, when devised, and for 
the class for whom it was devised, as 
intensely and purely ‘“‘ practical’’ as is 
the curriculum, proposed by Dr. FLEXNzr. 
It was directly and solely preparatory 
for the future activities of the only 
students upon whom it was imposed. 
They learned what they did, avowedly, 
in order.the better to make their livings 
and do their work. It was science, 
then—what there was of it—that would 
have been unpractical, as is shown 
plainly enough by the vagaries of the 
old astrologers and alchemists.

A short time ago, while in New York, I 
went down to the Brooklyn Navy Yard. At 
first I was surprised at the ease by .which 
I was ‘able to enter. The sight of the many 
stiops, and the huge bulk of the California 
and the nearly completed Arizona in the 
ways, and the fighting ships of the United 
States Navy lying about at anchor, made 
me feel that there really was something to 
be proud of, and that the movement toward 
preparedness was at least started. The cruiser 
Washington was anchored off one of the 
docks, and after walking up the gangplank 
I found that I could go anywhere on the 
ship without being questioned or accom- 
panied by anybody. I wandered about the 
turrets, between decks, engine and dynamo 
rooms, ammunition hoists, and in fact every- 
where I wanted to go. Except for a few 
sailors lounging around in one of two places 
I was absolutely alone. Then a submarine 
lying in drydock offered the same induce- 
ments for inspection. 

Now I count myself a loyal American’ cit- 
izen, but suppose I had been in the employ 
of a foreign government, or a foreigner filled 
with the idea of revenge for some fancied 
wrong, what untold harm I could have done! 

I ask you to publish this, that others may 
know the possible danger that threatens us, 
and to ask the question: Would it not lead 
to greater preparedness if our officials would 
exert more supervision over the visitors to 
the seat of our greatest hope for real pre- 
paredness, the navy yard?

PURPOSE OF PAY CLINICS 


To Provide the Best Medical Care 
for a Neglected Class. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: . 

On Monday, March 27, the New York Coun- 
ty Medical Society, without discussion or dis- 
senting vote, expressed itself as opposed to 
the inauguration of pay’ clinics, for reasons 
set forth in the resolutions. A report of the 
proceedings and a copy of the resolutions voted 
upon were duly published in THE TrwgEs of 
the following day. The resolutions were 
almed at a specific institution which is on 
the eve of opening a pay clinic, and the 
terms and purposes: of the clinic were quoted. 

It may be well to call attention to the fact 
-that, while the institution in question is 
perhaps the first to embark on this: line of 
work on a fairly large scale, other prominent 
institutions in this city are seriously ‘consid- 
ering the advisability of establishing pay 
clinics, to include all branches of’ medicine 
and surgery, and to be self-supporting insti- 
tutions, with a staff of competent attending 
physicians and surgeons, who will be decently 
salaried, These clinics are to be in no sense 
charity institutions. They are to fill a long- 
felt want for individuals with modest in- 
comes who can afford and want to pay for 
medical service, but who cannot afford to 
pay the present prevailing office fees of spe- 
clalists. By practicing medicine on a co- 
operative plan it should be possible to .render 
the large finanélially middle class self-re- 
specting and self-supporting members of the 
community decent, up-to-date medical serv- 
ice at a reasonable cost, 

The field ‘of medical science and practice 
has become much too large for any one man 
to be a master of the whole. Hence the 
widespread spectalization, with the conse- 
quent development of experts In small sec- 
tions of the field. To make a modern study 
of a medical case requires much more work 
than it did a generation ago, but the result 
is a much nearer approach to correct diag- 
nosis and correct treatment than was possible 
a generation ago. To make such a study, 
however, requires.the aid, very often, of an 
entire team of specialists; and to draw cor- 
rect conclusions from the individual studies 
of the specialists their work must be corre- 
lated, 

Now, such work on an economical scale is 
only possible by co-operative work, and this, 
for many reasons, can best be carried out fn 
large, well-manned institutions. At present 
the wealthy can command and pay for such 
work; the very poor get. it free in hospitals 
and dispensaries; but the large intermediate 
class must be content with makeshift old- 
fashioned, incomplete examinations. 

The contention of, doctors that pay clinics 
will deprive them of sources of income will 
not bear. analysis. These clinics will with- 
out a doubt prove a huge success, and will 
before long be established everywhere. To 
properly man -them will require the services 
of many doctors, These doctors will be paid 
decent“salaries and will of necessity be drawn 
from among the very men whose patients will 
be attracted to the clinics. These men. who 
under the. present system are compelled single- 
handed to treat an excessive number of in- 
dividuals that whey may make a living will, 
in a properly governed institution, be expect- 
ed to treat @ smaller number of individuals 
for a remuneration that may well compare 
with their present one, In addition, they 
will have the aid of laboratories and ‘spe- 
clalists and the supervision of older and bet- 
ter trained clinicians, and thus have the stat- 
ification of rendering better service.

‘CHANGING

Labor Interests Oppose Arget- 
singer Measure, Attacking the 
~ Insurance Fund Proposal. 


‘COMMITTEE KILLS THE PLAN 


Legislature Preparing to Work ..at 
High Pressure—Appropriation Bill 
Nearly Reddy for Presentation. .

ALBANY, April 4:—With a‘m ity 
of the members of both houses absent 
from, the Capitol. becaiise of ‘the pri- 
maries, the Legislature held only per- 
functory sesions ‘today. Interest cen- 
tred in a hearing before the Senate 
Labor and Industrial “Committee on a 
score of bills amending the workmen’s 


compensation and labor laws. Represen-” 


tativés of organized labor attacked the 
provision of the Argetsinger bill which 
would take the administration of the 
State Insurance Fund from the State 
Industrial Commission and ‘turn it over 
to an insurance fund manager as well as 
place itsunder the jurisdiction of the 
State Insurance Department 

It was decided by the committee to- 


night after a’ conference with: members, 


of thé Industrial Commissién and’ other 
State officials that. the section of the 
bill changing the administration of the’ 
Insurance Fund would be killed. The 
fund, however, will be placed under the 
regulations of the State Insurance De- 
partment although the Industrial Com- 
missioners will continue to make its 
rates and to write its policies. 

In his annual report to the Legisla~ 
ture, Superintendent of Insurance Jesse 
8. Phillips asserted‘ that the State In- 
surance Fund, because of: exemptions 
under the law, was an unfair competitor, 
ef the casualty companies which write 
wWworkmen’s compensation insurance and 
recommended that it be subjected to the 
same regulations as the insurance com- 
panies. 

John T. McDonough. counsel for. the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Engineers, at 
the hearing today said that this provis- 
fon of the Argetsinger bill would allow 
casualty companies to have a larger in- 
fluence in the administration. of work- 


men’s compensation, just as, he eaid, the

** Stop tampering with the workmen’s 
compensation law,’’ he said. ‘‘ R 
the direct settlement, which allows the 
casualty companies to bulldoze the in- 
jured worker, and put the law back 
where it was when it was enacted. 
you keep on amending it there won’t be 
Pa Pewee to the workers remaining.”’ 

e Argetsinger bill extends the bene- 
fits of the compensation law to employ- 
ment other than hazardous, to which the 
law now applies. It also would include 
city and State employes among those 
to whom compensation must be paid in 
case of injury, besides making -many 
minor changes in the law. It is not 
generally believed that the measure will 
pass the Legislature, although it was 
drafted by a Conference Committee com- 

sed of members of the Federation of 

bor, the Industrial Commission, the 
af ll, Association, and the 
Legislature. The labor members did not 
consent to the change involving the ad- 
ministration of the Insurance Fund. 

There was a discussion of three hours’ 
duration over the general amendments 
to the labor and factory laws prepared 
by the special committee on labor legis- 
lation. The five members of the Indus- 
trial Commission appeared in favor of a 
recodification which would clear up ono | 
ambiguities in the present law, althoug 
Commissioner James M. Lynch spent two 
hours in- pointing out to the committee 
okers which had got into the bill be- 
‘ween the time it left the special com- 
mittee and the time it reached the Legis- 
lature. in printed form. No one seemed 
ready to assume responsibility: for the 
changes. 

There was much opposition to a half 
dozen bills introduced by Senator Spring 
which, it was said, weakened the pro- 
visions of the factory law as to fire pre- 
vention. The industrial Commissioners 
opposed them on the ground that they 
increased the hazards to life. Mark A. 
Daly, for the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, composed of up-State factory own- 
ers, advocated the bills. Miss Frances 
Perkins, for the Committee on Safety, 
and Miss Nellie Swartz, for the Con- 
sumers’ League, also opposed the bills. 

The Legislature will get down to work 
tomorrow under high pressure, the Sen- 
ate holding sessions tomorrow and 
Thursday nights. It is probable that

ARREST DR. E. E. GARDNER. 


Physician Charged with Violating 
Law Regulating Narcotic Sales. 


Dr. Edward E. Gardner of 245 West 
Fifty-firat Street, and who. is—well 
Known among ‘members of _ theatrical 
profession, was arrested last night by 
detectives of the Narcotic Squad and, 
untile-he was bailed out, was locked up 
in the West Forty-seventh Street Police 
Station.

Di Paolo Says eas’ Oia bie 
Weapon to be Used if His 
Revolver Failed. 


SIX FUTILE MURDER TRIPS 


Then, He Testifies, He Gave Up the 
Job, but Saw Arichiello Paid 
for the Killing. 


; Calmly asserting to the jury that he 
himself was a horsethief and a pro- 
fessional gunman, Carmine di Paolo, ‘a 
young Italian of college training, testi- 
fied before Justice. Shearn in the Crim- 
inal B#&inch of the Supreme Court yes- 
terday that he -went gunning for Bar- 
net Baff, the poultry merchant, no less 
than six ‘times, and that on one occa-~- 
sion he-carried a poisoned dagger to ac- 
complish hig purpose if a bullet failed. 

Di Paolo finally rétired from the mur- 
der. conspiracy, hecause the fee for 
which he undertook to do the ‘ job”’ 
was too small—$75—and the risk too 
great. Under a promise of immunity, 
however,--he was the. State’s chief wit- 
ness against Giuseppe Arichiello, who 
was charged with having fired one of 
the shots which killed Barnet Baff in 
the West Washington Market on Nov. 
24, 1914... 

Di Paolo had a public school educa- 
tion, and attended St., John’s College at 
Fordham University for a year and a 
half. Whatever education he ‘had re- 
ceived, however, he said, could not 
withstand the influence of thieves, 
gamblers, and gunmen, who lured him 
Into a fife of crime. 

Di Paolo, who is. only 21 years ald, 
wag well dressed, quick and deft in 
speech, .but so easily angered that a 
ig? nl ge tach often 
sent him into a fur 

Lawyer William G. Keir for the de- 
fense accused him of having killed Baff. } 
But the witness smiled contemptuously 
and replied: 

“* Not on your life. .

said, he was given to understand that

After he and Russo had made six trips 
to ‘* get Baff,’’ however, Greco’s anxiety 
to have.the poultry merchant killed 
quickly ‘as possible caused Di Paolo to 
suspect that there was much more money 
in the fund than he was first led to be- 
lieve. He therefore made a demand for 
more money. He told his “ pa al,’’ Russo, 
that it would be the very he ght of fool- 
ishfiéss to undertake such a “ big job”’ 
for $75. Moreover, even of this amount, 
Di Paolo said, he had received only $30 
when he decided to abandon his attempts 
on Baff’s life. Di Paolo described in de- 
tail his six trips to West Washington 
Market. 

After the fourth trip, as D! Paolo tes- 
tified, when he returned to Greco's sa- 
loon, “* Master Paul” swore at him for 
postponing the “‘job’’ so long. Anto- 
nio A akg another member of the 
conspi pre” was there, and, shaking a 
finger at Di Paolo, Cardinale exclaimed : 

“The Cohen brothers are getting sick 
If you can’t do this job, we'll have to get 
some one else.’

A Poisoned Dagger. 


On the fifth trip, Di Paolo said, Greco 
gave him what he called a cheese dag- 
ger. Asked to describe this dagger, Di 
Paolo said: 

‘*It was really an ice pick poisoned at 
the end. Greco told me that if cir- 
cumstances were such that I could not 
conveniently shoot Baff I should stick 
him in the back with this knife and that 
would end him. I took the dagger and 
went to the market again.” 

On the sixth trip he had so many: sus- 
picions and so many conflicting doubts 
as to the possible success of the plot 
that. he abandoried it entirely, and ad- 
vised. Russo to do likewise. After the 
Baff murder, however, he said he was 
in Greco’s saloon when he saw Arichiel- 
lo, ‘the defendant now on trial, being 
paid 100 for killing Baff. Greco 
touche him on the shoulder and said: 
. ** See, if you'd stuck to that job you 
would: have gotten all that money.’

BY ZEPPELIN POST| 


New Yorker Hears from a Brice: | 
Apparently by. Courtesy 
of a Raider, 


A member of the staff of a New York 
hotel received the othér day a letter from 
a friend who is a member of the French 
Aviation Corps, which was delivered 
in England by Zeppelin post, after 
having been picked up in the trenches 
bythe Germans, carried to England on 


a raid, and ‘sent across the Atlantic! 


with comments added to it by the Eng- 
lish censor, : 

The letter, which stopped abruptly 
with a scrawl in the middle of the, page, 
read as. follows: ‘‘The night is very 
dark, and to the north we can barely 
see the glow of the Ylares lighting up 
the line of the trenches. Verv soon wé 
shall be over them. . . .’’ At’ the end 
was the namé*of the writer, Pierre Le 
Gall, at one time a clerk at Delmonico’s, 
who returned to his native country two 
years before the beginning of the war. 
On .the envelope, which had been torn 
open at one end and sealed again with 
the’ official label of the English censor, 
was the address in German script. In- 
side the recipient found two inclosures, 
one in German and the other in Eng- 
lish. With the assistance of one of the 
staff of the hotel, who underatands Ger- 


man, the first inclosure was made out: 


to read as. follows: 

“I found this letter in the clothes of 
a French observer whose aeroplane 
was brought down behind our lines last 
night, and I am sending it to you be- 
cause I remember having met you once 
in New York. In the. circumstances I 
cannot tell you my name, but I am sure 
you will remember me if we should 
ever meet. The Frenchman is injured, 
but not badly. He will recover. The 
next time I am over French territory I 
will drop the letter, hoping that some 
one will find it and mail it.’’ 

The second inclosure, evidently writ- 
ten in England, as the letter bore an 
English postage stamp, said: ‘I also 
remember meeting you, Mr. ——. Two 
years ago I arranged with you for a 
banquet in the——. I hope that some’ 
tine in the future—and soon—we may 
all meet again, and as friends,”’ 

* The -recipient of the letter is con- 
vinced that it was dropped from a Zep- 
pelin, not in France, but in England, 
as it bore_no signs of having 
through the French Post Office fore 
having been read by the English cen- 
sor. He says that he has no clue to 
the identity of.the writers of the two 
inclosures. 


FORD STILL LEADS SMITH. 


Republican Leaders of Michigan 
Astounded by Primary Figures.

DETROIT, April 4.—With complete 
returns from two counties in the State 
and partial returns from forty-eight 
more, including the City of Detroit, and 
twenty-three townships of Wayne Coun- 
ty, Henry Ford late tonight, was lead- 
ing United States Senator William Alden 
Smith in the Presidential primary by 
1,880 votes. The totals were: Ford, 
40,287; Smith, 38,457. 

Fragmentary returns received doing 
the day operated to whittle down 
slowly the big lead, established by Ford 
in Wayne County, and gave hope to 
Senator Smith's frienls that he would 
yet get a plurality. 

A surprise of .the election was the 
strength shown by Ford in far-off 


counties. In the northern part of the 
State, the majorities were for Ford. 
Presque Isle, on the northern shore, and 
Grand Traverse on the northwest coast, 
gave him the preference. 

Républican leaders are astounded at 
the strength shown by the automobile 
manufacturer, in view of the fact that 
he attempted to withdraw his name from 
the primary ballot and declared his can- 
didacy was a joke.

SUE BARUCH ON GIRL’S BILL. 


Admitting He Once Admired Mani- 
cure, Banker Refuses to Pay. 


Evidence was heard yesterday by Jus- 
tice Aaron J. Lévy in the Municipal 
Court in a suit for a dressmaker’s bill 
of $125 “filed by H. Milgrim & Bros., 
dressmakers, of 122 Second Avenue, 
against Hartig N. Baruch, a member of 
the banking firm of Baruch Brothers 

60 Broadway. The bill was incurred 
by Josephine Collins, a manicurist, who 
Mr. Baruch admitted lived with him for 
nearly three years in his house at 574 
West End Avenue. He denied her asser- 
tion that he had introduced her as his 
wife. 

Mrs. Baruch has been in Blooming- 
dale Asylum fpr-many years, and her 
husband admitted that early in 1913 he 
had taken Miss Collins, whom he had 
met in a manicuring establishment on 
Forty-second Street, to live at his house. 
She bought goods of many jewelers and 
costumers, charging them on accounts 
started for Mrs. Baruch, and the bank- 
er paid the bills, and, under the same 
arrangement, had clothes made by the 
Milgrims during 1913, 1914, and 1915. 

About a year ago Miss Collins took a 
yachting trip.south with Mr. Baruch, 
and remained with him for some time 
on his South Carolina estate. The two 
continued to live together till last No- 
vember, when they separated, with a 
written agreement that he was to pay 
her $50 a week for a year. 

wey last month the two.met acci- 
dentally in the subway. What happened 
was differently reported—Mr. ruch 
declaring that the girl cried and told 
him she was not petting enough to live 
on, and Miss Collins adding the detail 
that he told her to go ahead and buy 
some clothes, which he denied.
